The President of the United States has in- 
structed me to suggest ‘to the Government 
of His Britannic Majesty a course of action 
with regard to the present war, which he 
hopes that His Majesty's. Government will 
take under consideration, as suggested, in 
the most friendly spirit, and as coming not 
only from a friend, but also as coming from 
the representative of a neutral nation whose 
interesta have been most seriously affected 
by the war, and whose concern for its early 
conclusion arises out of a* manifest neces- 
sity to determine how best to safeguard 
those interests if the war is to continue. 

The suggestion which I am instructed to make, 
the President has long had it in mind to 
offer. He is somewhat embarr to 
offer it at this particular time, because it 
may now seem to have been prompted by 
the recent overtures of the Central Powers. 
It is, in faet, in no way associated with 
them in its origin, and the President would 
have delayed offering it until those over- 
tures had been answered but for the fact 
that it also concerns the question of peace, 
and may best be considered in connection 
with other proposals which havo tile same 

in view. 

The President can only beg that his suggestion 
be considered entirely on its own merits, 
and as if it had been made in other cir- 
cumstances. 


CALL FOR TERMS. 


The President suggests that an early occasion 
be sought to call out from all the nations

THE CHIEF SECRETARY.

Chief 
Secretary, and I referred to the many urgent 
representations in favour of the release of 
these interned men which have come constantly, 
not merely from persons concerned and from 
Parliamen representatives, but from dis- 
interested people of many shades of opinion 
who are heart agd sdtl with us in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. I referred to the distinct ad- 
vance towards normal conditions which has 
lately been evident in Ireland. It has been, as 
I said last night, a very difficult duty to balance 
the risks of release against what I believe to 
be the great and almost inestimable advantage 
of limitimg interference with personal liberty 
to the irreducible minimum of necessity. I have 
come to the conclusion, in view of all the facts 
within my know! , that the time has come 
in this case when the advantage outweighs the 
i Cheers.) I hive so advised His Majesty's 
Government, and a decision has, therefore, been 
taken to-day to procetd, with as little delay as 
possible, to return these interned prisoners to 
their homes. (Cheers.) 


SAFEGUARDS FOR PUBLIC ORDER. 

I do not need to dwell, and I will not dwell, 
upon the exceptional safeguards for public 
order that exists in these days. The» 
form part of the facts.

The distribu- 
tion of leaflets written by persons who have 
practical experience of intensive cultivation on 
a small scale, and brief instructions issued in 
the public Press would be of great assistance. 

ApMINISTRATION.—The work briefly outlined 
in this report does not fall within the sphere 
of operation of any single administrative body 
in Ireland. It more or less affects several in- 
dependent departments. ‘Some organisation for 
ensuring co-operation between these bodies is 
required to secure efficient control, and prompt 
action, which is absolutely vital, if any su 
stantial resulie are to be secured next year. 
The provision of the seed and of the agricul- 
tural implemente that wil] be necessary, and 
the arrangements that will have to be made 
with ard to extra labour must all take time; 
every day that passes is now of importance. 

We, therefore, suggest that the Government 
should be asked to constitute without delay a 
body in Ireland to deal with the subject. This 
body should possess wide powers. Nothing less, 
we are assured, can effectively deal with the 
situation which is one of the most vital with 
which the country has been faced for many 
years.

ITS POWERS AND PROGRAMME. 
LETTER FROM MR. Tt W. RUSSELL, M.P. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In\ a few days the Christmas holidays 
will bring the working year to an end, and 
desire by this letter to inform all interested 

Irish agriculture as to certain proceedings 
in connection with imcreated food production 
which the Department have either concluded or 
are in course of bringing to a conclusion. 
There is so much discussion upon this subject, 
some of it useful, some of it confused, that it 
is rather difficult to think collectedly in regard 
t> it. I will, therefore, take scriatim a few 
of the main questions that have presented 
themselves to the Department during the last 
month or so, and briefly explain the position 
they occupy at present. 

Potatroxss :—It was impossible for the Depart- 
ment to accept the popular theory that there 
had been & total failure of the potato crop 
in Ireland. We declined to give that theory 
any countenance, and resisted pressure brought 
to bear upon us to prohibit, at once and 
peremptorily, the export of this important 
article of produce. The condition of the crop 
at first certainly gave cause for anxiety, but, 
as the facts came to the surface, it ame 
more and more evident that any very drastic 
action was hardly called for—at least until the 
exact situation could be definitely ascertained. 
During the last twenty years there have been 
seasons when there was a lower acreage under 
potatoes, when the crop gave a lower yield, 
and when there was no demand for prohibition 
of export. The seriousness of the existing 
situation has, of course, been accentuated by 
a relatively greater and much more serious 
breakdown in the case of the Scottish crop. 
But, assuming that there is no appreciable 
development of disease in the potato pits, of 
which, so far, there is no indication, and 
taking into account the comparatively normal 
vield of the English crop, I can safely say that, 
with the exercise of reasonable care and 
economy, there is nothing to justify the fear 
of excessive searcity. In the light of the facts 
then available, the Council of Agriculture at 
their recent meeting recommended as a pre- 
cautionary measure the temporary prohibition 
of the export of potatoes, save under licence, 
and, concurrently therewith, the fixing of an 
equitable price for the crop throughout the 
Three Kingdoms. The Department were not 
able to secure the assent of Great Britain to 
the second of these proposals, but an Order 
limiting export on the lines I have indicated 
has been promulgated, and comes into opera- 
tion to-day. 

Oats :—Oats is the staple cereal crop in Ire- 
land. Last year the Irish Food Production 
Committee, which sat by direction of the 
Government, recommended that a minimum 
price should be fixed in the case of both wheat 
and oats for the year 1916. A minority of the 
Committee held that the recommendation 
should cover a period of three years. Similar 
Committees also sat at the same time in Eng- 
land and Scotland. The English Committee 
adopted practically the same resolution as the 
Iris hCommittee adopted, but with regard to 
wheat only. The Scottish Committee did not 
see their way to make any recommendation on 
these lines. The Government declined to accept 
either of the recommendations referred to. 
They have, however, approved of some such 
policy being adopted for the coming season. 
Within the past few weeks the Department 
have been in conference with the 
War Office, and a minute dealhng with the 
purchase of Irish oats has been adopted by that 
authority and issued at their request by the 
Department. The minute undertakes that the 
War Office will purchase oats grown in this 
country in 1917, in excess of the quantity grown

The question of allotments and the cultivation 
of unoccupied and waste land rightly enghges 

utilisation 
of every possible patch and plot of land for food 


| production has now become a matter of supreme | 
importance. As to this hayes however, the | 


case of Ireland differs rather radically from that 
of Great Britain. The English Allotment Acts 
do not apply to Ireland, but the Irish Labourors 
Acts effectivély take the place of these enact- 
ments in our rural districts. This méans that 
our urban workers are altogether unprovided 
for in the way of allotments. Under the De- 
fenee of the Realm Act the English Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries have been armed with 
authority to deal drastically with unoccupied 
land that is capable of being used for agricul- 
tural purposes, and to take up other land, with 
the consent of the owner and oceupier, and to 
cultivate it or arrange for its cultivation with 
a view to maintaining the food supply of the 
country. The Board can do this work éither 
directly or by delegating certain of their powers 
to local authorities.

DOCTORS AND WAR SERVICE. 
TO THE PDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—My attenction has been directed Ww & 
leading article headed ' Doctors and War 
Service ” in to-day’s Jrish Temes, nm wnlea it Is 
stated: “ Though the decters have a splendid 
record in this war, pétrictism has not been 
universal. lt was understood that the men 
who stayed at home would not poach on their 
domains, but this obligation of honour has not 
been strictly observed. Many of us know 
of cases where the practices of young Irish 
doctors who have joined the Army have falien, 
in whole or part, into the hands of equaily 
young men who preferred to stay at home. 

These statements demand comment, and, in so 
far as ‘they apply te Irish doctors individually 
and collectively, they are not only without 
foundation, but they are a stigma on their 
patriotism aad integrity. In Dublin the statis 
of all our Medical Schools and hospitals have 
contributed te the R.A.M.C., and the work of 
those who have volunteered is being patriotically 
carried on at the expense of much additional 
labour by those who aave remained at home.
